University concerned over impact 
of governor’s budget proposal

Representatives 
of the university 
sounded off last 
week in response 
to a_ preliminary 
budget proposal 
released by 
Nebraska Gov. Dave Heineman. 

Heineman announced his $6.7 
billion budget on Jan. 11 during his 
annual State of the State address, 
where he focused on a packet of tax- 
relief proposals, including reducing 
the income tax, flattening income 
tax brackets to three instead of four, 
eliminating the estate tax as well as

repealing the sales tax on commercial 
construction and labor. 

“Ladies and gentleman, we need 
to. transform our high-tax state into 
a place where more Nebraskans can 
afford to raise a family,” Heineman 
said in his speech. “We need to create 
a state government that reflects the 
innovations of the 21st century, and 
provides real tax relief for middle- 
class Nebraskans.” 

However, the governor’s plan to 
reduce the NU budget increase from 
6.5 percent to 1.1 percent in fiscal 
year 2008 and from 4.0 percent to 2.2 
percent in fiscal year 2009 prompted 
criticism from university officials.

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Criss Library walkway 
smoking ban recieves 
positive reactions

Lighting up your favorite cigarette 
on the covered walkway outside UNO’s 
Criss Library became a thing of the past 
earlier this month as the university enacted 
a student-favored smoking ban for the 
passageway. 

A student government opinion poll 
last semester found 71 percent of UNO’s 
students in favor of the new smoke-free 
zone, said Steve Shorb, dean of Criss 
Library. 

“Student government was getting 
some complaints from students about it,” 
Shorb said. “Since it’s covered, the smoke 
doesn’t dissipate like it would in a real 
outdoor environment.” 7 ; 

Shorb said while there is no officia 
enforcement of the smoking ban, it is a 
matter of common courtesy to refrain from 
lighting up in the walkway. 

_ “There isn’t any active enforcement,” 


| Shorb said. “We're just asking for people 


to comply. We view it as just a courtesy 
to your fellow students and the UNO 
community.” 

Freshman Caitlan Bird supports the 
ban and said a healthy environment was 
her concern. 

“When you are walking in that area and 
someone is smoking behind you, I think 
[the ban] would [help the environment],” 
Bird said. 

Shorb said a cleaner environment 
was taken into account during the ban’s 


development. 

“Some of the smokers weren't really 
very responsible about putting things in 
ash trays,” Shorb said. “There was a sort 
of a maintenance issue that was a bit of a 
problem.”

Freshman Josh Campbell had concerns 
whether the ban would take care of the 
problems and its affects on smokers. 

“I don’t really see what good it would 
do,” Campbell said. “It doesn’t change 
much if they kept them further away from 
the entrances. It probably causes more 
trouble for those that want to smoke.”

DirectEDGAR: Accounting for the 
advancement of academic research

Watch out LexisNexis and 
Merchant Online: There’s a new 
academic search engine in town, and 
its name is DirectEDGAR. 

The Direct Electronic Data 
Gathering, Analysis and Retrieval 
tool is the proud creation of Burch 
Kealey, a UNO assistant professor of 
accounting. Kealey said he created 
the program for academic research. 

“Collecting research is a tedious 
task,” Kealey said. “I wanted 
something that would eliminate all 
the busy work and DirectEDGAR 
does just that.” 


extract accounting information, like 
yearly sales figures, from proxy 
statements of all the companies that 
submit information to the Securities 
and Exchange Commission. 

The information is pulled in 
seconds, and most of the information 
you want is right in front of you. 
This contrasts with spending more 
than two minutes to locate one 
company’s sales figures using other 
search engines, said Kealey. The 
information can then be placed onto 
an Excel document and examined for 
research purposes.

In less than a year, four sexual assaults have been 
reported at UNO or in the nearby Elmwood areas, according 
to the campus crime log. The most recent report came 
from the Elmwood Park area. Campus Security reported 
a woman, who alleged to have been sexually assaulted, 
flagged a patrolling officer down on Dec. 29 at 3:30 a.m. — 

“Officer ... was flagged down on Elmwood East by 
a female to take a report of an attempted sexual assault,” 
according to the Campus Security report. Neither the 
victim nor the suspect were affilitated with the university. 

The suspect was described as a Hispanic male in his 
early 20s. He was reported to have been waaenig a dark 
short-sleeved shirt and dark jeans. 3 

The suspect has a tattoo on his. left ‘oan of 
small letters or numbers, according to police reports. 
The woman was reportedly looking for a ride home from 
downtown Omaha and was driven to Elmwood Park by 
the suspect. According to police reports, the UNO Campus 
Security officer encountered the victim running through 
Elmwood Park. The suspect’s car was towed after he fled 
on foot. 

“Several officers canvassed the area,” but the suspect 
was not found, according to police reports. 

This makes the fourth reported sexual assault on or 
near the UNO campus, which is especially notable since 
the last sexual assault was reported in March 2004.

NU President James B. Milliken 
issued a statement to express his 
“disappointment” with Heineman’s 
proposal.

Milliken said. 

NU Foundation President Terry 
Fairfield also spoke out, asking “is the 
day coming when the NU Foundation 
... will have to be used for university 
operations?” Fairfield told the Omaha 
World-Herald that idea “would 
weaken both the university and he 
foundation.” 

The NU Board of Regents heard 
testimony on the proposal during 
its business affairs meeting Friday 
morning. State Budget Administrator 
Gerry Oligmueller made a presentation 
on the fiscal condition of the state, 
pointing out Nebraska has the highest 
tax burden of the surrounding states. 

NU Director of Budget Chris 
Kabourek followed Oligmueller, 
presenting university numbers showing 
the governor’s recommendations, if 
implemented, would be the third- 


smallest increase in the university’s | 


budget in 40 years, surpassed only by 
the subtractions of 4.7 percent from 
the 2004 budget and of 1.0 percent 
in 1986 budget. The average increase 
since 1992 has been 3.3 percent.

Kabourek also examined how the 
university’s share of the state budget 
has decreased from 17.8 percent in 1997 
to 14.4 percent in 2007. He projected a 
decline to 13.8 percent by 2009 under 
the governor’s proposal. 

Regent Chuck  Hassebrook 
questioned the impact the budget 
decrease might have on_ the 
development of Nebraska’s future 
economy. 

“The question is what we’ re getting 
on our return on investment,” he said. 

Milliken reiterated Hassebrook’s 
sentiment after the meeting, saying 
where he and Heienman differed was 
in their perception of the importance 
of higher education. 

“In 2007, an investment in higher 
education, including the University 
of Nebraska, is critical for the future,” 
Milliken said. 

Milliken went on to observe that 
an increase of only 1 percent to the 
university’s budget would only about 
cover an equal increase in salary 
obligations, which will “likely” be 
higher. Funding for additional salary 
costs, mandatory expenses and other 
necessary spending, he said, would 
then have to be found through program 
cuts or tuition increases. 

“IT am by no means trying to 
threaten people with either of these,” 
Milliken said. “I want people to 
understand where the budget sits in 
history.”

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Students, sexuality meet in classroom

If you haven't already, forget 


everything you learned in high school 
sexual education, and make room for 
UNO'’s take on human sexuality. 

Taught in the Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation building, 
Health Concepts and _ Sexual 
Development is much more than a 
simple sex-ed course, said Martha 
Goedert, one of the course's 
instructors. 

The class deals with how “to put 
love and care in students’ lives,” said 
Goedert. But she added the class 

discusses anything anyone has a 
desire to talk about. 

“It's not just the information 
about human sexuality, but the ways 
students can integrate that into their 
lives,” Goedert said. 

The class is a varied assortment 
of lectures, presentations and 
discussion, all within the Health 
Education department. But the 
health part isn’t just physical, since 
the class covers many emotional and 
psychological aspects of sexuality. 

Marcia Adler, director of Student 
Health Services, said the class looks

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The outdoors found indoors: Cabela’s vs. Bass Pro Shops, everyone wins

When two of the largest outdoor retail stores 
opened in the same area, some expected a retail 
rivalry to arise. Instead, both outfitters like the 
idea of a similar store across town. 

In November 2005, when Bass Pro Shops 
Outdoor World opened in Council Bluffs, it was 
the only store of its kind in the area. But with the 
recent opening of Cabela’s in LaVista, the two 
outdoor superstores seemed ready for a head-to- 
head battle of which could sell the most guns, 
reels and camouflage clothing. But both stores are 
about much more than peddling ammo and bait. 
Cabela’s considers itself a “museum wrapped 
around an aquarium, wrapped around an actual 
retail store,” said Chis Hadden, retail events 
coordinator. 

“We're not just a retail store,” said Jim Goff, 
general manager of Bass Pro Shops Outdoor 
World, saying the store holds seminars to educate 
customers on how to use the products they buy. 

Cabela’s is located off Interstate 80 near the 
Harrison Street exit. The store has more than 
128,000 square-feet of space, a big part of which 
is used for retail. The store includes a restaurant, 
shooting arcade and an archery range. It has a 
wide variety of wildlife mounted on its two-story 
Conservation Mountain and throughout the store, 
including deer, bear, wolves and even rhinos. 
Another highlight is the 34,000-gallon walk- 
through aquarium that houses numerous species 
of local fish. 

Bass Pro Shops Outdoor World is located right
